THE SENTINEL OFFICE RLOWN 


TO ATOMS! 


PRESS AND TYPE IN RUINS. 


AWFUL EXPLOSION. 


A DAMNING ACT OF FIENDISII- 


NESS AND CRIME. 


A Slow Match Found in the Ruins. 


Thecity of Raleigh was alarmed about 
one o'clock this morning by a terrible 
explosion, which shook nearly every 
building in the city, 

Soon the alarm of fire was given, and 
it was soon ascertained that the noise 
proceeded from the office of the 2aleigh 
Sentinel. The firemen were promptly 
on the spot, as the Sentinel oflice ad- 
jvined the Engine House. Upon exam- 
anination the Sentinel press room 
was found to be ruins, the 
ruofof the house being blown to picces 
and scattered in every direction, the 
press which printed the Sentinel was 
completely demolished, the type in the 
composing room adjoining all knocked 
down and pied, and evrything in the 
greatest conlusion and disorder. A 
large crowd of citizens soon gathered 
around the dismantled building, and 
the impression was universal that some 
fiend in human form had blown up the 
Sentinel press by placing powder un- 


derneath. 
This opinion was fully confirmed by 


a subsequent examination of the ruins, 
Asmall job press in the composing 
room, Which escaped destruction, was 
examined and a paper. of powder 
found under it with a slow match which 
had been lighted, but had gone out. 

This was proof conclusive that the 
outrage was planned by some enemy or 
enemies of the Editor of the Sentinel. 

It iz said that about ten minutes be- 
fore the explosion, a colored boy who 
lives near the oflice, saw two indivi- 
duals running off from the spot in the 
direction of the depot, with hats in 
band. 

We learn that the ollice and press 
were partly insured, but we do not 
know to what extent. The press coat 
some $2,500, 

This diabolical and hellish outrage 
has excited great indignation, and the 
vile wretch who conceived and carried 
it into execution, deserves the severest 
penalty that the law can inilict. 

Such an act of fiendishness is too 
infamous to be properly characterized 
and denounced, 

Whether from personal or political 
malice, if the heartless villian thinks he 
can muzzle the Sentinel, or silence the 
voice of a free, independent press, he 
will certainly find himself vast.y mista- 
ken. The Sentinel cannot be suppressed 
by such means, The loss of the press 
will no doubt be replaced in a few days 
by a new one, 

We extend our unfortunate neighbor 
our most heartfelt sympathies, and 
trust soon to see it on its feet 
again, dealing to the enemies of 
North Carolina ponderous blows and 
denouncing the political crimes which 
have brought poverty and desolation to 
the State. Inthe mean time, let the 
friends of Mr. Turner and the Sentinel 
hestir themselvesand see to it that this 
seeming calamity is made to redound to 
his benefit. Any assistance that we can 
give him in the News office in the way 
of editorial courtesy will be cheerfully 
rendered.

ident was much interested in the narra 
tion of ,these gentlemen, who will pre- 
pare a formal report tor transmission 
to Congress, and was evidently gratified 
with the manner in which they trasac- 
ted the business with which they were 
entrusted. 
The incursions by armed Merican 
bands into Texas are numerous, and 
have continued ever since 1859; they 
have since that time driven horses and 
cattle, estimated to be worth several 
millions of dollars trom Texas into 
ranches across the river into Mexico, 
where their plunder is sold to soldiers 
and citizens. General Cortina, who is 
not at present in active military service, 
but is waiting orders, is represented to 
be one of most active instigators of the 
incursions, by which he largely profits. 
Texans while endeavoring to drive 
away the thieves, are sometimes killed 
by superior numbers of the Mexican 
bands, while occasionally §the latter 
suffer in like manner. Owing to these 
frequent incursions, the people on the 
border continue in a state of excitement. 
There is only one company of cavalry 
on the frontier, which is of little use, 
considering the distance which requires 
to be guarded, being eight hundred 
miles from the mouth of the Rio Grande 
to the extreme Mexican settlements. 
The infantry is located at long inter- 
vais. The distance is nearly three hun- 
dred miles from Fort Brown to Ring- 
gold barracks, with only one camp in- 
tervening. 
Some of the sufferers by the Mexican 
raids travelled two hundred mile to 
give their testimony, and expressed 
their gratification that primary meas- 
ures had been taken, not only to protect 
but to indemnify them for their losses. 
GeneralSMcCook, commanding on the 
Rio Grande, corroborated the state 
ments of these witnesses at to the bold- 
ness with which the raids are made and 
testified as to his inability, with an 
insufficient force, to give the required 
protection. 
There is no reason ty doubt, that the 
President in submitting the report of 
the Commissioners to Congress, will 
accompany it with a strong recommen- 
dation that prompt measures be taken 
to protect our citizens on the border in 
their lives and property.
